CANTON TRADE REPORT FOR 1602, 
"Phe following report. on the trade of 
Canton eppeats in the Obisess Imperial 
Maritime Customs Trado“Teports and Re- 
turna for the year 1892 :— 


Local. 

It is rewarkable that, notwithstanding 
the varios and complex causes ‘which have 
adversely affected trade aud’ its natural 
development, the Canton statistios for 182 
record a gain of noarly 1 per cent. over the 
figures for 1891—the highest hitherto reach: 
oo. Phe causes that operate here are of 
various kinds, some that have no appreciable 
effect on trade or sven influence it favourab- 
ly, and others whioh oripple trade’ and aro 
bound to check or otherwise serioudly rotard 
its natural growth. It is only necessary, 
however, to mention hera the more striking 
causes, namely, (1°) the interruption of the 
Transit trade; (2°) the yearly mnerease (in 
number as. well ae in rates) of Canton octrot 
levied on all goods in transit through the 
city; and (3°) the numerous guilds, farms, 
syndicates, ‘aud suob-like combinations, 
which, though spparentiy useful to the 
Native colleotorate in securing & fixed 
annual reveaue, prove & serious burden to 
trade, ‘The catiase enumerated above have 
actively operated against trade during the 
year under review, and they will no doabt 
Tecur yearly, in lesser. of greater degree, 
uatil the junk. meritime trade is placed 
under a régime as éilicient as.that which 
now control, the Treaty port Custom 
Houses, Tho moat striking features of the 

ears trade, therefore, are—the cossation of 
the Transit. trade, 
transport of. Pigaa Goods and Kerosene Oil 
taken by Native carriers, the diminiehed 
importation. of : Rive and. Opingw, sud the 
recovery by steamer o-.the parriage of Tea, 
The tots} net value of the Import and Ex- 
port trade (exclusive of Opium) amounted 
to Hk. Tis. 41,686,656, or 2.92° per cont. 
more than’ in;1891, and the total net value 
for the three. ports—Canten, Kewloon, and 
Leppa—whieh amounted to Hk, . Tis. 
5,921,022, ie not’ only the largest Up to 
dats, but is 1.33 per cant, above the figures 
for 18D1., Read in the light of the foregoing 
remarks, these figures are inetqpotive in 
iliuetratiog the extent to whioh 
and prospetity of Kwangtung andthe ad- 
jeceat provinces are capable “of being
